come Up far feom empty-handed. The fledgling league has 
signed four of its first-round choices, and when it is considered 
that (ne APL is comprised of only eight teams in contrast to the 
NFL's MM, it is nét too far in arrears. 

There is boasting also-by the NFL that it has won three of 
the contests for No, 1 draftees in the head-to-head bidding 
against the AFL, but it has also lost a pair of these. The time 
has passed when the older league can overpower the pew league 
with the color and bulk of its money. 


TV. Networks Invest Heavily In War | 


It is a new kind of contest between the two leagues, any- 
way. They are both bankrolied now by tclevision networks who 
have a huge stake jn which Jeague signs which players for the 
betterment of the TV shows. The recent draft sessions were 
held in a big brother atmosphere, with the Columbia Broad- 
casting system looking over the shoulders of the NFL operatives 
and the National Broadcasting Co, prodding the AFL to dramatic 
action, 

The networks, in effect, have underwritten both leagues, 
Witt CBS paying the NFL 14 million dollars a year and NBC 
subsidizing the AFL to virtually the same amount when broken 
down to revenue-per-club, With the two rich, networks at war 
and investing so heavily, the leagues and the athletes never 
Had it so good, 

When NBC was miffed at losing the NFL television rights 
to its rival network, it was an unexpected windfall for the AFL 
which needed and found a new angel. The war between the two 
networks ‘to promote their leagues has been total and this year 
before the dra/t sessions NBC made 250,000 dollars available to 
each of the AFL clubs as arimunition in the bidding. 


AFL Franchises Now Highly Sought 


Only four of the eight AFL clubs took the advance payments 
offered by NBC, indicating that it is no longer an impoverished 
Jeague. A couple of years ago, only one club in the AFL could 
show a profit on operations but 1964 attendance rocketed spec- 
tacularly, especially in New York, where. the Jets this season 
drew nearly as many fans as in all of their first four years in 
the league. 

The AFL franchises that went begging a few years ago, with 
commissioner Joe Foss eager to hand ome over to any man, or 
group, who could meet the payroll, are now highly sought. Ex-- 
pansion is being talked eagerly, with Atlanta and New Orleans 
now bidding as much as three million dollars for an American 
League franchise. 

It haa been assumed that the AFL owners, following the 
NBC television bonanza, had no great taste for expanding and 
cutting new partners in on the TV loot. But this was proved un- 
true. Carl Lindeman. vice-president of NBC sports, has dis- 
closed that his network will make separate television payments 
to new clubs taken into the league. 


NFL‘s Stand Smacks of Absurdity 


Inevitably, the NFL must reappraise the situation and agree 
that there is inescapable need for a World Series of football with 
the two league champions meeting. The TV exposure the AFL 
has ‘been getting cannot be ignored, and the NFL's failure to 
recognize the new league is the more. absurd because The Asso- 
ciated Press and United Press now lump both leagues in their 
pro football roundup stories. 

There is no contention here that the AFL. champion would 
beat the NFL champ this year, or next, but if the two leagues 
met preliminarily on an all-star basis, the NFL could get licked. 
The AFL teams may not yet be on.a par with the other jeague's 
but its. best 22 football players are, and may even be better. 

Significantly, the AFL isn’t pushing as hard as in previous 
years for a game between the league champions. This is be- 

cause the need for such recognition is less and the AFL is con-
